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The foreign patent document cited on tlie Form PTO 1449 filed IVlay 14, 2003 was not considered because 
tliere was no copy of tlie document witliin tlie application. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. The 
references cited on the PTO-892 each disclose a waveform adjusting means for a laser drive pulse generating means 
in an optical recording device. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record considered as a 
whole fails to teach or suggest a method or apparatus for irradiating a beam of laser light onto a recording medium 
and forming, on the recording medium, a train of record data in the form of pits and lands, comprising: generating a 
laser drive pulse corresponding to the record data; delaying the laser drive pulse using a clock in sync with the laser 
drive pulse to provide a first delay time in units of the clock; delaying the laser drive pulse using multistage delay 
gates to provide a second delay time shorter than the first delay time; changing the first delay time and the second 
delay time to adjust the laser drive pulse in the direction of the time base; and supplying the adjusted laser drive 
pulse to a laser.
